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THE BRUSSELS FAIR 
At the co ming Brussels Wo rld Fair, o ne 
o f the biggest and mo st intelligently co n­ 
ceiv ed in histo ry , the United States will 
hav e a rare o ppo rtunity to po rtray fo r mil­ 
lio ns o f v isito rs the ex citing sto ry o f its 
achiev ements and its ho pes fo r the future. 
Unhappily , this is a sto ry we hav e no t 
to ld to o well in the past. We hav e an urgent 
need to tell it better. American prestige 
has o nly just begun to co me back fro m the 
depths to which it sank after Russia’s 195 7 
satellite launchings. 
The Brussels ex hibitio n, o pening April 
17 , giv es us a remarkable “ platfo rm” upo n 
which to display the full range o f Ameri­ 
can life fo r sev en lo ng mo nths. Belgium 
is o utdo ing itself to pro v ide the participat­ 
ing natio ns with an ex pansiv e phy sical and 
cultural setting. 
It is incredible to realize, therefo re, that 
as matters no w stand the United States 
will no t be adequately represented at Brus­ 
sels. Co ngress has v o ted o nly $12,34 5 ,000 
fo r o ur effo rt, as against 6 0 millio n to be 
spent by Russia no t including its 10 millio n 
fo r related pro paganda. 
Despite the fact that we are building a 
beautiful pav ilio n fo r the fair, this limited 
o utlay makes us lo o k like a mino r league 
po wer. Indeed, unless we get at least the 
additio nal $2,05 4 ,000 President Eisenho wer 
is asking, we will hav e to shut do wn o ur 
ex hibits each day fo ur ho urs earlier than 
the fairgro und clo ses. 
Visito rs passing o ur building will find the 
do o rs lo cked at 6 p. m. But they will be 
able to step nex t do o r and enter the v ast, 
bam-like So v iet hall any time up until 10 
p. m. One can imagine the impressio n this 
will leav e. 
Of co urse this is o nly part o f it. Russia 
is sending its finest singers, acto rs, ballet 
dancers and o ther perfo rmers, and is go ing 
to great lengths to mo unt impressiv e scien­ 
tific and industrial display s. 
Ev en West 
Germany , in size just a small patch o n 
America, is sending its fiv e majo r o pera 
co mpanies. 
In co ntrast America’s display s and cul­ 
tural pro grams seem mo dest indeed. They 
are so inadequate, in fact, that leading sing­ 
ers and o thers hav e pro tested v ehemently . 
We are a natio n o f tine, v igo ro us musical 
and theatrical traditio ns. Our 
stature is wo rld legend. But ev idently so me 
men in Co ngress do no t see the po int o f 
pro v ing it to a wo rld that has began to 
do ubt. 
Ev en if o ur shaky prestige were no t in­ 
v o lv ed—and it v ery much is—o ne wo uld 
think that natio nal pride alo ne wo uld pre­ 
v ent us go ing to Brussels lo o king like the 
tag end o f the parade.

HOWLS OF LAUGHTER 
Is the laughter o n telev isio n sho ws real o r 
canned? 
One hears the audience ho wl at 
many unfunny ex changes.

It wo uld seem that either the laughter is 
canned o r else the audiences are o f such a 
character that their members had better 
giv e all intelligence testers a wide berth. 
This is no t o f wo rld-shaking impo rtance, 
but it do es suggest false emo tio ns. And if 
false emo tio ns ev er start do minating the 
natio n, there co uki be real tro uble ahead. 


TERROR BY TELEPHONE

T A X E S A N D COSTS 
The etern al problem of govern men t is how to 
raise mon ey to d o all that a bureaucracy can 
thin k up; the etern al problem of the tax pay er is 
to keep en ough of the earn in gs to provid e for a 
livelihood an d to leave somethin g for his family 
should he d ie at the wron g time. This is a un iver­ 
sal struggle, n ot limited to our society . It is so 
gen eral that man y of the rebellion s again st gov­ 
ern men ts, 
in clud in g 
the 
American Revolution 
again st Emglan ci, were over tax es. 
But here, in the Un ited States, at this time, it 
is ex aggerated by the in ord in ately high cost of 
govern men t, costs which outrage public opin ion 
in the aggregate but which are supported by pub­ 
lic opin ion in the d etails of supports an d ben efits 
an d subsid ies which the various elemen ts d esire 
for themselves. It is impossible to cut tax es if 
every bod y wan ts a subsid y out of tax es. 
On e of the major d ifficulties about our prob­ 
lem is that n obod y quite kn ows what the Ameri­ 
can bud get is. The accoun tan cy method s are so 
obsolete that it is d ifficult to d isijover what a 
$70,000,000,000 carry over mean s. That is what the 
Hoover Commission d iscovered , n amely that the 
Un ited States Treasury has a carry over of $70,- 
000,000,000. Our bud get in 1957 was $71,800,000,- 
000; the carry over from other y ears amoun ted to 
$70,000.000,000, n early on e y ear’s govern men t ex ­ 
pen d iture. No accoun tan t would pass that sort of 
thin g for a private firm; the In tern al Reven ue 
Service would n ot tolerate such as accrual. It 
would d eman d that the fun d s be used or be d is­ 
tributed . 
, So the Sen ate passed the Ken n ed y -Pay n e- 
By rd Bill to place the bud get on an an n ual ac­ 
crued ex pen d iture basis which is the busin ess­ 
like way of d oin g it. Who can oppose the applica. 
tion of busin esslike method s to the public busi­ 
n ess? It must be those who believe that n othin g 
should ever be d on e if it ain ’t n ever before been 
d on e that way . 
On e of the govern men tal problems which al­ 
way s faces a republic, the most serious, is how 
the public purse is con trolled . When a kin g con ­ 
trolled the public purse, it was his private prop­ 
erty to d o with as he chose. The Con stitution of 
the Un ited States gave that fun ction to Con gress 
with in itiatin g authority in the House of Repre­ 
sen tatives. In a word , con trol of the public purse 
was put closest to the people themselves. It was 
n ot given , in the Con stitution , to the Presid en t. 
By various d evices, d urin g period s of crisis, 
the Ex ecutive has in vad ed this authority to the 
poin t where n ot the Con gress but the bureacracy 
gain ed the in itiatin g con trol over the bud get. This 
has beer, justified by the n eed for ex pertn oss in 
han d lin g man y bud getary d etails, but such ex port­ 
n ess has n ot proved itself. Rather huge sums of 
mon ey have been hid d en in the books— $70,000,- 
000,000 of mon ey . 
The problem is to put the govern men t on a 
cost accoun tin g basis, so that there can be ex act, 
d aily in formation as to what is bein g ex pen d ed . 
Nothin g can be hid d en . Pad d in g would ex pose 
itself. Neither hid in g n or pad d in g is ipso facto 
wron g; it is a process in govern men t for the 
bureaucracy to be able to fun ction without the 
authority of Con gress, or to provid e for d elay ed 
en terprises. It d oes n ot moan that an y on e steals 
the mon ey ; it remain s in the Treasury 'but is n ot 
immed iately used as in ten d ed . Our govern men t 
n eed n ot accumulate fun d s; if there is an y ac­ 
cumulatin g to d o, that should be the fun ction of 
the tax pay er. As a m atter of fact, what is held 
as a cairy over is really mon ey taken out of the 
econ omy an d is ly in g d ead , prod ucin g n o wealth 
an d n o work. That same mon ey , in the han d s of 
the tax pay ers, could , in our particular econ omy , 
turn over 20 to 30 times in a y ear, prod ucin g in ­ 
creased wealth an d givin g jobs to man y a worker. 
Therefore H R. 8022. n ow before the House of 
Represen tatives, is a measure which in the lon g 
run sets up a mod ern sy stem of accoun tin g for 
the govern men t but as applied to presen t con d i­ 
tion s is a measure for the red uction of the d epres­ 
sion con d ition s in to which we are fallin g. 
For what reason s d o some members of Con ­ 
gress d efen d the con cept of a huge “carry over”* 
Are they afraid that Con gress will on e d ay re­ 
fuse to vote them fun d s for their pet wastes? Are 
they afraid that a proper accoun tin g sy stem would 
d isclose their failure to protect the public purse!
